New Agency Planned to Budget Balancing Acts 
Take Place of NRA Passed by Legislators 
Petroleum Board Late Last Night 


W A S H I N GTON, Wednesday, 
June 5. i/Pi Legislation to pro¬ 
tect the oil industry from dele¬ 
terious effects of overproduction 
skyrocketed today to the top of 
President Roosevelt’s "must" pro¬ 
gram for congress. 

Just as petroleum leaders de¬ 
spaired of an immediate solution 
of the confusion arising from in¬ 
validation of their code, the chief 
executive endorsed interstate com¬ 
pacts to keep production within 
hounds, but said, they were only 
partially satisfactory. 

He declared many senators and 
representatives believed the gov¬ 
ernment, through a special petro¬ 
leum board, should backstop this 
procedure by determining oil 
quotas from each state to go into 
interstate commerce. 

OKehs Code System 

Establishment of such an agency 
would fill the gap left by the down- 
downfall of the petroleum admin¬ 
istrative board under the supreme 
court's NRA decision. By listing 
the PAB among four New D£al 
agencies which would require new 
legislation if they were to con¬ 
tinue, he gave tacit approval to 
the code system of allocating crude 
oil and gasoline production to the 
states. 

Chairman Thomas (D., Utah), 
of the senate mines-oil subcom¬ 
mittee was cheered when he heard 
of the president's stand. He will 
be in charge of his oil bill on the 
floor. 

“I always have tbought the 
Thomas bill was constitutional 
because It is based on the theory 
that conservation of a natural 
resource is necessary to the na¬ 
tional defense,” he said. “It Is

SACRAMENTO. W e d n e a day, 
June 5. CP)—Tax bills destined to 
raise nearly $73,000,000 of the 
$112,000,000 in new revenue needed 
to balance California’s 1935-37 
budget were well on their way 
toward becoming law today as the 
result of a whirl of legislative ac¬ 
tion which sent both houses into 
sessions yesterday lasting long 
after midnight. 

Setting the pace for a speedy 
march toward adjournment, the 
upper house gave its approval in 
rapid-fire order to four major tax 
measures. 

Chief among them was the Hunt 
bill, drafted to raise $35,000,000 in 
badly needed new money by in¬ 
creasing the sales tax to 3 per 
cent with essential foodstuffs ex¬ 
empted. 

This bill—the biggest single 
Item in the Joint tax steering 
committee’s list of recommenda¬ 
tions—was adopted, 34 to 3, 
without amendment, and now- 
goes to Governor Merriam for an 
assured signature. 

Also sped on its way to certain 
gubernatorial approval was the 
Riley bill—a $3,000,000 tax meas¬ 
ure increasing the rates of the in¬ 
heritance tax. It swept through 
the senate on the wings of a favor¬ 
able 36-0 ballot.

The necessity for assembly con¬ 
currence in amendments delayed 
final action on another major 
recommendation of the joint com¬ 
mittee—the Latham bill increasing 
the bank and corporations fran¬ 
chise levy by 2 per cent, which the 
senate passed, 34 to 0.

PIONEER TALES 

- By the Old Timer - 

The second of a series of narratives having to do with the early life 
of Santa Ana and Orange county. 


Well, folks, I told you last week 
that my next spasm would take 
you along the early history of 
Santa Ana to the time “Jake” 
Ross was running The Herald. So 
here we are all set, and rarin’ 
to go— 

I have before me a copy of The 
Herald of Nov. 13, 1880, which as 
you older folks will remember was 
the week following the election 
of Garfield over Hancock. In it, 
I find that Garfield received 214 
electoral votes to Hancock's, 155, 
and that Hancock grabbed five of 
California's six votes. 

This number contains a short 
farewell from H. N. Short, who 
explains that he took charge of 
The Herald during the campaign 
In the interests of the democratic 
party, and the editorial columns 
carried the name of Jacob Ross 
at the masthead for the first time. 

Mr. Short, a most estimable 


man, lived in Santa Ana for many 
years, his home being on the 
south side of Fourth street, be¬ 
tween Flower and Olive. 

Jacob Ross was a well-known 
citizen, with a considerable lean¬ 
ing towards politics, and was the 
second county assessor of Orange 
county, serving from 1891 to 1895. 
He was a son of Jacob Ross, sr., 
who was one of the very earliest 
settlers of this section, arriving 
here in 1868. He purchased 501 
acres of land here for $8.50 per 
acre, extending from First to 
Hickey (now Eighth) streets 
north and south, and from Ross 
street west approximately to Ar- 
tesia. There were three sons and 
a daughter, as I remember, Sam¬ 
uel, Jacob, jr., Josiah and Christie. 
The daughter, Christie, married S. 
It. McNeal, and is still living on 
:the old homestead on North Baker

(JP )—Thousands of low¬ 
land dwellers hastened the evacua¬ 
tion of flood-threatened homes 
and farms today as the crests of 
the water-burdened Missouri and 
Kaw rivers raced to the Junction 
here. 

The exodus to higher ground re¬ 
sembled the flight of non-combat¬ 
ants before an approaching enemy. 
Having stored their larger house¬ 
hold articles in second stories of 
dwellings and hay lofts, farmers 
left for the hills driving their stock 
before them. Laborers worked 
desperately to strengthen dikes 
and railroad embankments. 

The crest of the Kaw river flood 
was about 75 miles west of here, 
threatening Topeka, while that of 
the Missouri river—already over¬ 
flowing In many places along its 
400-mile course from here to St. 
Charles, Mo.—was about the same 
distance to the north. Engineers 
feared the total volume of water 
here would exceed that of the 1908 
flood. 

The river was expected to 
reach a stage of 28 feet, seven 
feet above the flood mark, in 
Topeka. 

At the lower end of the Missouri 
river between 40 and 50 families 
fled for their lives early today as 
the turbulent stream burst a levee 
wall and inundated 10,000 acres of 
bottom land.

Five-Year Program Put 
Before Council by 
City Engineer 


PLACENTIA, Wednesday, June 
5.—Surveys of the Placentia school 
district by Howard Hawkins, re¬ 
cently elected by the board of edu¬ 
cation aa agricultural instructor at 
Valencia High school, will be start¬ 
ed July 1 when Mr. Hawkins re¬ 
ports for duty, It was announced 
today by John B. Crossley, high 
school principal. 

Mr. Hawkins plans to start con¬ 
tacting ranchers, the county farm 
bureau and farm centers and other 
organizations in order to plan his 
work for next year, Mr. Crossley 
said. Enrollment of between 30 
and 40 boys for the first year of 
the Smith-Hughes course is ex¬ 
pected by school officials. 

Mr. Hawkins will work with 
boys of the district 11 months of 
the year and will offer vocational 
agriculture and farm mechanics in 
his courses. Formation of a Fu¬ 
ture Farmers of America organ¬ 
ization is expected. 

Project work, In which boys will 
raise farm animals or handle plots 
of ground, keeping accurate check 
on income and expenditures, will 
be a feature of the course, and it 
is hoped school officials may be 
able to furnish ground for boys 
who will be unable to make ar¬ 
rangements for its use at home. 

Trips to San Luis Obispo, the 
University of California agricul¬ 
tural college at Davis and to state 
and county fairs with exhibits will 
create further interest among boys 
entered in the course. 


NEWPORT BEACH, Wednes¬ 
day, June 5.—Proposed civic and 
community enterprises for the 
city of Newport Beach amounting 
to a total expenditure of $1,090,000 
have been presented to the city 
council by R. L. Patterson, city 
engineer. The proposed projects, 
together with the estimated cost, 
were prepared at the request of 
the national and state planning 
commissions to determine the 
most favorable projects to under¬ 
take during the next five years. 

The following nine projects were 
outlined by Mr. Patterson: 

Construction of a new water 
aupply at a cost of $120,000.

Installation of a new sewage 
treatment plant and extension of 
sewer mains, $170,000. 

Extension of Balboa pier, $45,- 

000. 

Construction of a sea wall 
around Balboa Island, $125,000. 
This is the most necessary im¬ 
provement of all, according to | 
Mayor Hermann Hilmer, especial- j 
ly since the harbor has been 
deepened. 

Parks and recreational centers, 1 
*30,000. 

Improvement and widening of 
Coast boulevard from Beacon 
service station to Newport, $140,- 

000 . 

Re-building of Ocean avenue, I 
*250,000, the proposed new traffic 
artery along the ocean front from 
Newport to Balboa. An alterna¬ 
tive measure of paving Central 
avenue across the Pacific Electric | 
tracks was suggested by Mr. Pat- j 
terson.

1926. 

Another particularly prized one 
is the signature of Caleb Abell, of 
Salem, Mass., great-great-grand- 
father of the late Mrs. Julia Anne 
Abell Parmenter (mother of Les¬ 
ter S. Parmenter) which appears 
on state official papers, bearing 
date of May 8, 1640, and taken 
from records of the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society, Bos¬ 
ton, and at the College of Arms, 
London, England. 

Mrs. Parmenter was a relative 
of Arundel Abell, founder and pub¬ 
lisher of the Baltimore Sun, whose 
niece, Sally Abell, married Mon¬ 
cure Robinson, of New York, 
nephew of the late Mrs. William 
Astor, who ruled the destinies of 
New York’s ”400” for so many 
years. 

Along with the autographs on 
exhibition is a Christmas card he 
received from Governor Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in 1932, just after he 
was elected to the presidency.

The heavyweight reign of Max Schmeling, who had sat his way 
into the championship in June, 1930, by winning on a foul from Jack 
Sharkey and subsequently being elected” champion by the New York 
commission, was a regime of unrest and uncertainty. 

The Black Uhlan had been dethroned and suspended by the New 
York body in 1931 for failing to give Sharkey a return match for June 
of that year, but had stopped Young Strlbling in Cleveland that sum¬ 
mer in a battle that was generally recognized as a title defense. 

On June 21, 1932, in the Long Island bowl, the beetle-browed Ger¬ 
man's tenure ended—almost as unsatisfactorily as it had begun—when 
he lost a disputed decision to Sharkey in 15 rather tame rounds. 

The Loquacious Lithuanian became the accepted champion when 
Referee Gunboat Smith voted in his favor to break a deadlock of the 
judges. It was a close battle all the way. 

The show drew $450,000 gross, of which Schmeling received $182,- 
750 and Sharkey $43,000.

Preserve Up to Legislature 


The fate of thousands of tons of 
fish, and the preservation of the 
Orange county coastline for sport¬ 
ing anglers rest in the hands of 
the state legislature today. Orange 
county coast communities and lead¬ 
ers today are awaiting anxiously 
for news of a bill which would 
create a fish preserve along this 
shore. 

Considerable opposition has de¬ 
veloped to the measure on the part 
of commercial fishermen, and the 
fate of the bill has been in doubt 
for weeks. Leslie Kimmel of La¬ 
guna Beach is in Sacramento 
working for the bill on behalf of 


the Orange County Coast associa¬ 
tion. Dan Mulherron of San Cle¬ 
mente, president of the organiza¬ 
tion, returned recently from the 
state capital where he had been 
working for the measure. 

According to Mulherron, the dan¬ 
ger of continued purse seining off 
this coast is that the smaller fish 
on which the large ones feed will 
disappear from the water near the 
shore. With no small fish to at¬ 
tract them, the big fish will not 
come in where the sportsmen can 
catch them. Last year, according 
to Mr. Mulherron, 7^0,000 tons of 
fish were taken from the Califor¬ 
nia coast.

Hope of further interesting Sen¬ 
ator Hiram Johnson in Orange 
county’s $11,600,000 flood control 
project now before the public 
works administration, was renew¬ 
ed late yesterday with receipt of 
a letter from Senator Johnson. 
The letter was addressed to John 
C. Mitchell, chairman of the board 
of supervisors, and was in reply 
to a letter written by him early 
last month. 

Johnson’s note was brief but in¬ 
formed Chairman Mitchell that he 
had taken a step toward assist¬ 
ing Orange county in obtaining 
a PWA loan and grant for the 
project. He informed Mr. Mit¬ 
chell that his letter had been for¬ 
warded to PWA officials, and en¬ 
closed a reply from A. M. Fere- 
bee, writing for the public works 
administrator. 

In his letter to Senator Johnson, 
Mr. Ferebee assured the senator 
that Orange county’s application 
would receive careful considera¬ 
tion. He also pointed out that as 
the application had been but re¬ 
cently filed, sufficient time had 
not elapsed to permit any of the 
examining divisions of PWA to 
complete their reports. 

At a recent meeting of the su¬ 
pervisors and the county’s engi¬ 
neering advisory board, B. A. 
Etcheverry, who had just returned 
from Washington, D. C„ said Sen¬ 
ator Johnson could assist Orange 
county in securing PWA financ¬ 
ing for the project better than 
any other man in Washington. 


Formal protest against making 
Orange county the dumping 
ground for parolees of San Quen¬ 
tin and Folsom prisons” will be 
sent to the state parole board im¬ 
mediately. This w 3 decided late 
yesterday by the board of super¬ 
visors after Sheriff Logan Jack- 
son had informed the board that 
these "parolees” are becoming a 
serious problem in the county. 

Jackson said that Ix>s Angeles, 
Alameda and San Francisco coun¬ 
ties do not permit the return of 
any paroled prisoner who was sen¬ 
tenced for robbery or using a gun 
in a robbery. These prisoners are 
paroled to other counties, princi¬ 
pally Orange county, he stated. 

17 ‘Outsiders’ Here 
“I do not object to caring for 
paroled prisoners who were sen¬ 
tenced from this county,” Jack- 
son told the board, “but I do 
object to having men from oth¬ 
er counties dumped here by the 
parole board simply because the 
counties from which they were 
sentenced do not want to be 
bothered with them.” 

Sheriff Jackson told the super¬ 
visors that of the 29 paroled pris¬ 
oners now living in Orange coun¬ 
ty, 17 were sentenced from other 
counties. These paroled men 
must report to Sheriff Jackson 
once each month. 

Tells How Plan Works 
He pointed out that when men 
sentenced to prison from the coun¬ 
ties W'hich prohibit their return, 
come before the parole board, the 
county to which they are released 
is designated and they cannot 
leave that county. 

"With Los Angeles, San Fran¬ 
cisco and Alameda counties refus¬ 
ing to take the responsibility of 
looking after their own prisoners 
and the parole board cooperating 
to the extent of paroling men to 
this county, it will not be long 
before Orange county becomes a 
refuge for gun-men and other crim¬ 
inals," Sheriff Jackson said.

siveiy rejected. 

What the founding fathers dared 
not do, the supreme court has con- 
; summated by stealthy encroach¬ 
ment. It began in 1803, when 
Chief Justice Marshall, an arch¬ 
federalist, handed down the opin¬ 
ion in the case of Marbury vs. 
Madison that the court had the 
right to void legislation "repug¬ 
nant to the constitution.” 

So furious was the popular criti¬ 
cism provoked by this decision that 
not for 48 years did the court 
again intrude upon legislative proc¬ 
ess. Then came the Dred Scott 
decision and such an outburst of 
animosity that a tenth seat was 
created—though allowed to lapse 
when feeling against the court 
subsided. 

Strangely enough it was the Civil 
war which followed, plus the Four¬ 
teenth amendment, passed to guar¬ 
antee freedom to the slaves, which 
has been set up as the great bul¬ 
wark by which the supreme court 
protects the present competitive 
industrial system. 

Such a protection probably was 
the last thing which Representa¬ 
tive Thaddeus Stevens of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, father of the amendment, 
wanted to do when he wrote into 
the constitution that “no state . . . 
shall abridge the privileges or im¬ 
munities of citizens of the United 
States; nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty, or prop¬ 
erty without due process of law.” 

It was the fourteenth amend¬ 
ment which the court used in its 
famous Mugler vs. Kansas deci¬ 
sion, by which its nine aged justices 
set themselves up as arbiters as to 
what law's were "proper.” 

Again in 1890 in the case of 
C.M.&St.P. Railroad vs. Minne¬ 
sota, the court widened its power 
and declared Minnesota's attempt 
to regulate utilities unconstitu¬ 
tional. This caused Justice Brad¬ 
ley, in a minority opinion, to re¬ 
mark that the court was setting 
itself up as “final arbiter in the 
regulation of fares and freights of 
railroads and the charges of other 
public accomodations." 

Thus the supreme court, created 
by the founding fathers as a tri¬ 
bunal of law, has spent its later 
years in deciding whether acts 
regulating Chinese laundries. John¬ 
son grass on railroad rights of 
way, the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine, unripe lemons, bird 
shooting by aliens, oyster planting 
by non-residents, stock exchanges, 
private schools, trading stamps, 
cometaries, ticket scalping in New 
York, Kosher meat, boric acid, 
window screens in soft-drink par¬ 
lors, street car fares, railroad 
rates, utility profits, chain stores, 
junk dealers, prostitutes in New 
Orleans, chiropractors, sheep graz¬ 
ing in Idaho, importation of Texas 
cattle into Missouri, the size of 
bread in Chicago, Greek letter fra¬ 
ternities, and hundreds of other 
measures are sound economic prac¬ 
tice.

MINIMUM WAGE 
QR AGAIN, take the minimum 
wage. Provision for such a 
wage—already adopted in most of 
Europe—was passed by the Ore¬ 
gon legislature in 1914. Twice it 
was unanimously upheld by the 
Oregon supreme court, and when 
it came to the United States su¬ 
preme court, the vote was a tie—- 
Justice Brandeis not voting. 

On the strength of this stale¬ 
mate, the states of Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, Arkansas and Wash¬ 
ington adopted minimum wage 
laws and were upheld by their su¬ 
preme courts. But in 1919, when 
congress passed a minimum wage 
act for the District of Columbia, 
it went once more to the highest 
of all courts. 

By this time, the personnel of 
the black-robed jurists had chang¬ 
ed. President Harding had ap¬ 
pointed ultra-conservative George 
Sutherland and Pierce Butler, for¬ 
mer railroad attorneys. 

And they ruled out the minimum 
wage. By one stroke they set at 
naught the votes of hundreds of 
elected legislators and the solemn 
judgment of 30 state supreme 
court jurists. 

Justice Sutherland's opinion was 
bitterly attacked by Chief Justice 
Taft and Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
but it remained the law of the 
land.

CHANCING THE CONSTITUTION 

I N ALL this talk about changing the constitution—the 
need for such a step, or the danger of taking such a 
step, as the viewpoint of the speaker may regard it—this 
should be remembered: There is more than one way of 
changing the constitution. 

We usually think first of formal amendment. During 
the past several decades this method has been invoked to 
give us woman suffrage, the income tax, prohibition and 
prohibition repeal. 

But there are simpler ways than that. For instance, 
the constitution may be changed, and more than once has 
been in significant matters, by mere public practice. For 
instance, in the election of our presidents. The constitu¬ 
tional arrangement is for the election of members of an 
electoral college, with these individuals expected then to 
gather, confer and decide who shall be the nation s chief 
executive and who shall be vice president. As we actually 
do it, the electoral college is a hollow sham and a rubber 
stamp. In rather clumsy extra-constitutional manner we 
approximate direct election by majority vote. 

But there is a third way to change the constitution. 
This is by decree of the supreme court. If five members 
of the nine occupying that bench so vote, the meaning of 
some provisions in the constitution may be diametrically 
changed. That court often has read into the document 
wonis and meanings which were not placed there by the 
“founding fathers.” Today’s Washington Merry-Go-Round 
article, appearing elsewhere in The Journal, recalls the 
first and most startling change of this kind—the decision 
by which the supreme court boldly took to itself the right 
to interpret the constitution. This was a right which the 
constitutional convention had explicitly refused to grant 
the court. 

New conditions bring new necessities for nations, and 
any written constitution must be flexible enough to meet 
those necessities if it is to serve the people. So, whether 
we welcome or abhor governmental change, we might as 
well resign ourselves to the knowledge that our constitu¬ 
tion is going to be changed from time to time. It may 
be changed by formal amendment; certainly right now the 
child labor amendment should be completed. It may be 
changed by additional court decisions. And it certainly 
will be changed by public practice and public pressure as 
needs arise. What we should concern ourselves with is 
seeing that the changes as they come are wise changes, 
progressive changes, and changes in the interests of the 
whole public.

I was surprised to learn that 
the city council would give the 
sound car and radio ordinance its 
first reading Monday night. 

The ordinance in part is as fol¬ 
lows: 

"Sound trucks owned by mer¬ 
chants or any company who use 
it to advertise their business will 
only pay a license of $12.00 per 
year. Other sound cars used to 
advertise other than their own 
business will pay $48.00 per year 
in advance." 

I will quote the constitution of 
the state of California. Section 
21, article 1-17, pages 177 and 178.
